In the said bye-laws — 

1. In bye-law 1 for the word “schedule” the word "schedules’’ shall be substi- 
tuted in both the places It occurs. 

2. For bye-law 7 and SCHEDULE OF FEES the following bye-law and 
schedules shall be substituted, namely: — 

“7. The following fees shall be charged from hawkers and other vendors as 
specified in the First Schedule and the Second Schedule.”
